WASHINGTON 
(A P) - The 
State Depertmeiit said Tuesday 
night that a United States ban on 
American civilians traveling into 
East Berlin was the result erf a 
temporary misunderstanding. 
Lincoln White, State Depart­ 
ment press officer, said the Unit­ 
ed States commandant was ask­ 
ing for a meeting with the Soviet 
commandant in order to protest 
a new Oïmmunist East German 
order which required all persoi» 
in civilian clothes to show iden­ 
tity documents before entering 
East Berlin. 
A statement from White said: 
*‘Pres8 reports from Berlin to the 
effect that American MPs were! 
preventing Americans in civilian 
clothes from entering East Berlin 
are the result of a temporary mis­ 
understanding. 
“ We have been in touch with 
Berlin and have been informed i 
that a vehicle with U.S. Army 
plates but driven by a civilian 
driver has in fact been denied ac­ 
cess to East Berlin at the East 
(Jcrman checkpoint. 
“ The American commandant, 
Gen. Watson, (Maj. Gen. Albert 
Watson II) Ras demanded an in­ 
terview with the Soviet command­ 
ant to protest this infringement 
of Allied rights. There is no 
change in our position that United 
States civilian, as well as military 
officials, have the right to move 
freely about Berlin.”

These pre­ 
sently include power plant em ­ 
ployes and supervisors of the shift 
working at the time and those 
designated as monitors. 


In as much as dispatchers are 
responsible for directing the flow 
of power and can call on all the 
power stations resources of the 
entire 
Potomac 
Edison System 
over an 8 .5 0 0 square mile area 
and neighboring power companies 
as well, it is extremely important 
that they can continue to function 
At this time the company is 
making a survey of all its power 
stations, dispatching centers and 
various district buildings to deter­ 
mine what can he done in provid­ 
ing both essential and desirable 
protection. 


Locations are being selected for 


18 monitoring stations where em ­ 
ployes trained in the use of detec­ 
tion instruments will be sent in 
the event of an attack.

“A troika,” wrote Alex and re Dunias “is a 
carriage . . . . d rawn by three horses. The horse 
in the mid d le must alway s trot; the ones on the 
left and right must alway s gallop . The mid d le 
one trots with his head d own . . . . his com­ 
p anions gallop along tossing their head s and 
are called the ‘furies’.” 
It is an imp ressiv e sight, as any one can 
attest who has seen an ex hibition by the troika 
p resented to U.S. ind ustrialist" Cy rus S. Eaton, 
winner of the Lenin Peace Prize, by his great 
and good friend Nikita S. Khrushchev . But as 
a p rincip le of ad ministration, whether it be a 
conv entional troika or the fiv e and sev en “horse” 
teams the Russians hav e been p rop osing of late, 
it is more than a trifle susp ect. 
The trouble with a troika team ev en when 
attached to a carraige or a sled is that it can 
be slowed to a halt when only one horse sulks. 
When the p arallel with ad ministration is mad e, 
the fallacy becomes ap p arent. “Ev en the three 
horses of the troika,” Presid ent Kenned y told 
the United Nations General Assembly on Sep ­ 
tember 25, “d id not hav e three d riv ers, all 
going in d ifferent d irections.” 
Nikita S. Khrushchev , who knows a thing 
or two about hard -boiled ad ministration when 
he wants to ad mit it, mad e no mention of a 
troika for the Communist Party or Sov iet Russia 
at the 22d Sov iet Party Congress in Moscow.

Wag es And Welfa re 
Josep h O’Sulliv an of San Fernand o, in a letter to 
me about musicians, makes a most interesting observ a­ 
tion on the law of wages. He say s: 
“What these musicians want, as d oes ev ery com­ 
p etent workman—be he an electrician, a bricklay er, 
a p lumber, or ev en a fid d ler — is p ay commenserate 
(sic) with his contribution to the p ublic welfare.” 
Wages are p aid with four factors in v iew: 
1. 
The p urchasing 
p ower of the d ollar: 
2. 
The sup p ly of the p articular wage-earners; 
3. 
The willingness 
of the worker to accep t the 
offered p ay ; 
4. 
The ad v antages 
of wages ov er unemp loy ment 
insunance. 
I shall d eal with this in d etail: 
1. and 2. A stenograirfier in New York will d emand 
about $80 a week. In 1961 she is not likely to be as 
comp etent as in 1920 although she ap p arently gets 
more money . The reason is that the p urchasing p ower 
of the d ollar is worth less and the p ossibility of earn­ 
ing more as a manicurist or a recep tiwiist is greater. 
Therefore there is a shortage of stenograp hers and 
more has to be p aid for them. Similarly , there is a 
shortage <rf nurses and other skilled workers. 
For 
many p urp oses, the unskilled worker is just as good . 


College grad uates must often be classed as 
unskilled workers because what they hav e learned 
In college is of no ad v antage to any one but to them­ 
selv es. They hav e not gained a salable skill. On 
the other huid . a p lumber has an unusual and 
v aluable id d ll. Und er the sy stem of ed ucation now 
In v ogue in the United States, less than a master’s 
d egree is ind icativ e of little sp ecialized skill. 


8 . There was a time when the worker accep ted 
any wage that he was offered . In the McKinley cam­ 
p aign of my child hood , the p hrase. “A d ollar a d ay 
and a full d inner p ail,” rep resented great p rogress. 
Workers d id a minimum of a 54-hmir week and the 
early labor unions of Sam Gomjiers d emand ed an 
eight-hour d ay . 
Tod ay the worker has the mass p rotection of labor 
unions which means that he d oes not accep t p ay or 
the hours of emp loy ment offered . The unions negotiate 
for the workers and if an-emp loy er is unwilling to 
bargain with the union, all the workers go on strike 
which can d amage a business. 
If a worker is d issatisfied , his union will get him 
a job in some other comp any . From the stand p oint of 
the worker, he is no longer a p art of the ind ustry in 
which he work^: he is a member of the union w'hich 
fights for him, for the d ues it receiv es from him. 
The worker therefore can accep t or reject the 
wages offered , regard less of the need s of the emp loy er 
for workers or the need s of the worker for a job. 
4, This brings us to the fourth factor in this 
situation, namely unemp loy ment insurance which, what­ 
ev er its v irtues, has worked out to p rotect the lazy , 
the incomp etent, the imp ud ent. In fact, a worker who 
wants to be fired so that he can get unemp loy ment 
insurance will create issues with the object of being 
d ismissed . 


The relationship (rf the job to skill d oes not 
ap p ear in all this. If an assistant p rofessor in a 
univ ersity receiv es a smaller comp ensation than 
one of Hoffa’s d ues-p ay ers, it is because, as an 
economic p rop osition, that is all the job is worth. 
Ev en if p rofessors were to unionize as New York 
school teachers hav e attemp ted to d o. the wage 
situation ol teachers on any lev el would not im­ 
p rov e greatly because the sup p ly of comp etent p er­ 
sons in this field is p resumably greater than the 
d emand . 1 say p resumably , because if the whole 
truth were told , there are too few comp etent teach­ 
ers which ex p lains why a stud ent majors in a 
subject and knows little or nothing about it. 


The subject of p ublic welfare or social welfare d oes 
not enter into this d iscussion at all. It may be true 
that a musician ad d s to the culture of a nation but 
no nation p laces the v alue of the musician abov e that 
of a missile worker. Ev en in Sov iet Russia, where 
cultural workers are better p aid than in many coun­ 
tries. a musician is not p aid more than a factory 
worker or a factory manager, d ep end ing on the lev el 
of U» job. In M raart’s time, a nobleman might hav e 
subsid ized a musician, but such a subsid y would n(^ 
be accep ted by Local 802 of the Musician’s Unitm for 
a flutist in the Met.

WASHINGTON - None of the 
information in this article comes 
from any p ostcard written by a 
Nigerian 
stud ent 
v isiting 
the 
United States. Most of it comes 
from the p en of James B. Conanl, 
formerly Presid ent of Harv ard 
Univ ersity and one of .Vmerica's 
lead ing ed ucators. It is taken 
from his new book “Slums And 
Suburbs,” which was written after 
a firsthand stud y of schools in 
the suburbs of well-to-d o p eop le 
and in the slums of the p oor in 
large cities of America, 
Dr. Conant say s that the build ­ 
ing up of “a mass of unemp loy ed 
and frustrated Negro y outh in 
congested areas” 
in 
American 
cities has in it p otentialities for 
trouble and , ind eed , p ossibilities 
of d isaster. He d escribes Negro 
slums in the big .Northern cities 
as follows: 
“ In some there are v ery bad 
gangs with gang warfare among 
the boy s. There are also v icious 
fights outsid e of school between 
Negro girls. The cond ition in one 
such neighborho(x j was summed 
up to one of my staff by a p rinci­ 
p al of a junior high school who 
said ev en he was shocked by the 
answers to a questionnaire to the 
girls which asked what was their 
biggest p roblem. The majority 
rep lied to the effect that their 
biggest p roblem was getting from 
the street into their ap artment 
without being molested in the hall­ 
way of the tenement.................... 
“I hav e walked through school 
corrid ors in slum areas and lock­ 
ing in the classrooms, hav e seen 
child ren asleep with *heir head s 
on their hand s. Is this situation 
the result of p oor teachers with­ 
out either d iscip linary control or 
teaching ability ? No, the child ren 
asleep at their d esks hav e been 
up all night with no p lace to 
sleep or else hav e been subject 
to incred ibly v iolent family fights 
and horrors through the night.

Dr. Conant tries to d eal real­ 
istically with the whole question 
of schools in the slums and the 
efforts recently mad e to mov e 
Negro child ren to white schools. 
There isn’t the slightest trace of 
bias or p rejud ice on the race 
que.stion in Dr. Conant’s back­ 
ground . and he believ es whole­ 
hearted ly in the Sup reme Court 
d ecisitMi of 1954 on (iesegregation 
of the p ublic schools.

DECLINING STAR - Until the 
1960 Presid ential elections, the 
ov errid ing influence of the state 
of Tex as on fed eral affairs was 
ty p ified by Senate Majority Lead ­ 
er Ly nd on B. Johnson and House 
Sp eaker Sam Ray burn. 
Ev en 
after 
Johnson 
became 
Vice Presid ent and p resid ed ov er 
the Senate, it was wid ely believ ed 
that the Tex as Senate-House ax is 
would continue to function. Many 
believ ed that Sen. Mike Mansfield , 
of Montana, was hand -p icked by 
Johnson as Senate majority lead ­ 
er in ord er for the Tex an to main­ 
tain his control ov er that bod y . 
Howev er, it became ap p arent 
as the session p rogressed that 
Mansfield was his owti man, not 
Johnson’s or any one else’s. 
It 
became generally believ ed that 


Tex as had lost at least a p art of 
its hold on Congress. 
Now. Ray burn's ap p arently in­ 
curable ailment will remov e him 
from the Sp eaker’s chair, break­ 
ing the most p owerful hold that 
Tex as has claimed (mi the fed eral 
legislature. 
Some Tex ans were 
op p o.sed to Johnson’s Vice Presi­ 
d ential asp irations for just this 
reason, the fear that the once- 
p owerful v oice of Tex as would 
become lost in Washington should 
any thing hap p en to the aging 
Ray burn. 
Unlike most other states, Tex as 
has some p eculiarly Tex as p rob­ 
lems in its d ealings with the fed ­ 
eral gov ernment, and their lead ­ 
ers now fear the trend of law. on 
such matters as tid ewater oil 
land s and the oil d ep letion allow­ 
ance, win run against them. 


which they liv e, the fact of this 
sep aration is, of and by it.self, no 
ev id ence of an inequality in ed u­ 
cation. Whether in fact the facili­ 
ties and instruction are equal in 
a 100 p er cent white school, a 
mix ed school, and a 100 p er cent 
Negro school in a large city is to

p ressure are on the wrong track. 
Those which hav e not d one so, 
like Chicago, are more likely to 
make p rogress in imp rov ing Ne­ 
gro ed ucation” 
Dr. Conant in his book tackles 
the whole subject on the basis of 
imp rov ing ed ucation, and , while 
his d escrip tion of cond itions in 
the slum area.s of the United 
States is d iscouraging, the p rob­ 
lem will not be solv ed by ignor­ 
ing their ex istence. That’s why 
it is surp rising to find re.?entment 
ex p ressed by the Prime Minister 
of Nigeria because an American 
v isitor d e.scribes the facts of life 
in that country . The sooner the 
new African rep ublics learn some­ 
thing about d emocracy and a free 
p ress—which d oesn’t hesitate to 
p rint all the facts no matter how 
unfav orable—the quicker will so­ 
lutions be found for some of the 
v ex ing p roblems that arise as a 
consequence of p ov erty . 
Miss Michelmore of the Peace 
Corp s may turn out to be more 
of a heroine than a v illainess be­ 
cause of her p ostcard which inad ­ 
v ertently p ublicized to the whole 
world the p light of the und erd e­ 
v elop ed countries. Actually , what 
is need ed is more frequent and 
more v iv id “p ostcard s" from Af­ 
rica so as to awaken p eop le, not 
just in America but throughout 
the world , to the human need s of 
their unfortunate brethren.

raised the lev el of rad ioactiv ity 
ap p reciably , and that the d anger 
of contamination is not serious.

T he m iddle 


on e trots with his head down . . . . his com ­ 


panions gallop along tossing their heads and 


are called the ‘fu ries’.” 
It is an im pressive sight, as anyone can 


attest w ho has seen an exhibition by the troika 


presen ted to U.S. industrialist" Cyrus S. Eaton, 


w inner of the Lenin Peace Prize, by his great 


and good friend N ikita S. K hrushchev.

Wages And Welfare 


Joseph O’Sullivan of San Fernando, in a letter to 
m e about m usicians, m akes a most interesting observa­ 


tion on the law of wages. He says: 
“ What these m usicians want, as does every com ­ 


petent w orkm an—be he an electrician, a bricklayer, 
a plum ber, or even a fiddler — is pay com m enserate 


i ts ic > with his contribution to the public w elfare.” 
W ages a re paid with four factors in view: 
1. The purchasing power of the dollar; 
2. The supply of the particular w age-earners; 
3. 
The willingness of the w orker to accept the 


offered pay: 
I. 
The advantages of w ages over unem ploym ent 
insurance. 
I shall deal with this in detail: 
I. and 2. 
A stenographer in New York will dem and 
about San a week. 
In 1961 she is not likely to be as 
com petent as in 1920 although she apparently gets 
m ore money. The reason is that the purchasing power 
of the dollar is worth less and the possibility of ea rn ­ 
ing m ore as a m anicurist or a receptionist is greater. 
Therefore there is a shortage of stenographers and 
m ore has to be paid for them . Sim ilarly, there is a 
shortage of nurses and other skilled w orkers. 
F or 
m any purposes, the unskilled w orker is just as good. 


College graduates must often be classed as 
unskilled workers because what they have learned 
in college is of no advantage to anyone hut to them­ 


selves. They have not gained a salable skill. On 
the other hand, a plumber has an unusual and 
valuable skill. Under the system of education now 


In vogue in the United States, less than a m aster’s 
degree is indicative of little specialized skill. 


3. There was a tim e when the worker accepted 
any wage that he w as offered. In the McKinley cam ­ 
paign of m y childhood, the phrase, “ A dollar a day 
and a full dinner pail," represented great progress. 
W orkers did a m inim um of a 54-hour week and the 
early labor unions of Sam G om pers dem anded an 
eight-hour day. 
Today the w orker has the m ass protection of labor 
unions which m eans that he does not accept pay or 
the hours of em ploym ent offered 
The unions negotiate 
for the w orkers and if a n -em ployer is unw illing to 
bargain with the union, all the workers go on strike 
which can dam age a business. 
If a w orker is dissatisfied, his union will get him 
a job in some other com pany. From the standpoint of 
the w orker, he is no longer a part of the industry in 
which he w orks: he is a m em ber of the union which 
fights for him. for the dues it receives from him. 
The w orker therefore can accept or reject the 
w ages offered, regardless of the needs of the em ployer 
for w orkers or the needs of the w orker for a job. 
4 
This brings us to the fourth factor in this 
situation, nam ely unem ploym ent insurance which, w hat­ 
ever its virtues, has worked out to protect the lazy, 
the incom petent, the impudent. 
In fact, a w orker who 
w ants to be fired so that he can get unemployment 
insurance will create issues with the object of being 
dism issed. 


The relationship rd the job to skill does not 


appear in all this, 
lf an assistant professor in a 
university receives a smaller compensation than 
one of Holla s dues-payers. it is because, as an 


economic proposition, that is all the job is worth. 
Even if professors were to unionize as New York 
school teachers have attempted to do, the wage 
situation ot teachers on any level would not im ­ 
prove greatly because the supply of competent per­ 


sons in this field Is presumably greater than the 
demand. 
I say presumably, because if the whole 
truth were told, there are too few competent teach­ 


ers which explains why a student majors in a 
subject and knows little or nothing about it.

Most of it com es 
from the pen of Jam es B. Conant, 
form erly President 
of

U niversity and one of A m erica's 
leading 
educators.

from his new book “Slums And 
Suburbs,” which was written after 
a firsthand study of schools in 
the suburbs of well-to-do people 
and in the slum s of the poor in 
large cities of America. 
Dr. Conant says that the build­ 
ing up of “ a m ass of unemployed 
and frustrated 
Negro youth in 
congested a re a s” 
in 
Am erican 
cities has in it potentialities for 
trouble and, indeed, possibilities 
of disaster. He describes Negro 
slum s in the big Northern cities 
as follows: 
“ In some there are very bad 
gangs with gang w arfare am ong 
the boys. There are also vicious 
fights outside of school between 
Negro girls. The condition in one 
such neighborhood was sum m ed 
up to one of my staff by a princi­ 
pal of a junior high school who 
said even he w as shocked by the 
answ ers to a questionnaire to the 
girls which asked what was their 
biggest 
problem . 
The 
m ajority 
replied to the effect thai their 
biggest problem was getting from 
the street into their apartm ent 
without being m olested in the hall­ 
way of the tenem ent...................... 
“ I have walked through school 
corridors in slum areas and look­ 
ing in the classroom s, have seen 
children asleep with ‘h e r heads 
on their hands. Is this situation 
the result of poor teachers w ith­ 
out either disciplinary control or 
teaching ability? No, the children 
asleep at their desks have been 
up all night 
with no place to 
sleep or else have been subject 
to incredibly violent family fights 
and horrors through the night. 
Checking into one case, a princi­ 
pal told one of m y staff that after 
climbing six flights of a tene­ 
ment he found the boy’s home — 
one filthy room with a bed. a 
light bulb, and a sink 
In the 
room lived the boy’s mother and 
her four children. I might add

Dr. Conant tries to deal real­ 


istically with the whole question 


of schools in the slums and the 


efforts recently m ade to move 


Negro children to white schools. 


There isn t the slightest trace of 
bias or prejudice on the race 
question in Dr. Conam’s back­ 
ground. and he believes whole­ 
heartedly in the Suprem e Court 
decision of 1954 on desegregation 
of the 
public 
schools. 
But 
he 
questions some of the inferences 
draw n from the Suprem e C ourt's 
ruling that “ separate educational 
facilities are inherently unequal.” 
He particularly doubts the wis­ 
dom of 
proposals 
for

ed schools. He w rites: 
“Taken out of context, the con­ 
clusion might be draw n that the 
justices declared separate educa­ 


tional 
facilities,

“ Yet on reading carefully the 
whole opinion, I think the key 
sentence is the question defined 
by the court; ’Does segregation

T hat's why 
it is surprising to find resentm ent 
expressed by the P rim e M inister 
of Nigeria because an A m erican 
visitor describes the facts of life 
in that country. The sooner the 
new African republics learn som e­ 
thing about dem ocracy and a free 
press—which doesn't hesitate to 
print all the facts no m atter how 
unfavorable—the quicker will so­ 
lutions be found for som e of the 
vexing problems that arise as a 
consequence of poverty. 
Miss Michelmore of the Peace 
Corps may turn out to be more 
of a heroine than a villainess be­ 
cause of lier postcard which inad­ 
vertently publicized to the whole 
world the plight of the underde­ 
veloped countries Actually, what 
is needed is m ore frequent and 
m ore vivid “ postcards” from Af­ 
rica so as to awaken people, not 
just in America but throughout 
the world, to the hum an needs of 
their unfortunate brethren.

Top officials of the Kennedy 
A dm inistration are at sixes and 
sevens over how much propagan­ 
da to unloose on R ussia's atom ic 
testing.

atmospheric 
testing for the USA. 


This is why the Atomic Energy 
Commission has been releasing 
terse one or two-line statem ents 
on 
each 
Russian nuclear

without elaboration on how much 
poison it will unloose in the atm o­ 
sphere.

adm inistration 
leaders would like to see the AEC 
let go with some dam ning details 
on 
radioactive

1. We w ere the first to explode 
nuclear bombs and have exploded 
about twice as m any as the Rus­ 
sians. F urtherm ore, the R ussians 
stopped testing before we did in 
1958. 


2. Our scientists have been pri­ 
vately advising Kennedy to re ­ 
sum e 
atm ospheric 
tests, 
so 
it 
would 
be aw kward if we con­ 
dem ned the Russians too loudly. 
3. The city of New B ritain, 
Conn., has filed suit against the 
AEC to force it to rem ove an 
atom ic 
waste 
plant 
from 
the 
city’s environs. The plant is used 
by the W alker Trucking Company, 
an AEC licensee, to store low- 
level atom ic w aste before dum p­ 
ing it out at sea. 


In order to win this suit, the 
AEC will claim that the 21 or so 
Russian 
explosions 
h a v e 
not 
raised the level of radioactivity 
appreciably, and that the danger 
of contam ination is not serious. 
A ctually this is true as of the 
present mom ent. Because radio­ 
activity lurks in the upper atm o­ 
sphere for long periods of tim e 
and does not reach the earth in 
volume until it rains or snows. It 
will descend in the form of “ hot” 
snow or “ hot" rain next w inter 
and spring. And regardless of the 
AEC's attem pt to minimize the 
danger, already enough strontium 
90 has been released by the Rus­ 
sian A-tests to cause 100,000 cases 
of bone cancer during the next 
few years. 
Note—The Public Health .Ser­ 
vice, franker than the AEC, has 
released the facts about radio­
